Mr.  Hurok,  NBC  consultant  who  presented 
the  Sadlers  V/ells  Ballet  performance  of  "The  Sleeping  Beauty," 
as  well  as  the  recent  "Festival  of  Music,"  both  colorcast  on 
NBC-TV  this  season,  will  seek  further  attractions  for  future 
programming  on  the  network. 

The  producer  will  visit  London,  the  Scandinavian 
countries,  Russia,  France,  Italy,  Holland  and  Spain  for  several 
weeks.  In  Moscow,  Mr,  Hurok  will  explore  with  Soviet  officials 
the  possibilities  of  a  wider  cultural  exchange  between  the 
United  States  and  Russia. 

He  will  also  make  final  arrangements  for  the  forth¬ 
coming  visit  to  Russia  of  violinist  Isaac  Stern,  one  of  the 
stars  of  "Festival  of  Music."  Mr.  Stern  will  be  the  first 
American  concert  artist  to  visit  the  Soviet  Union  in  11  years.

DAVE  GARROWAY  SIGNS  NEW  LONG-TERM  CONTRACT  WITH  NBC 


Dave  Garroway  has  signed  a  new  long-term  contract  with  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company,  it  was  announced  today  by  Thomas  A. 
McAvity,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  NBC  Television  Network. 

The  new  agreement  provides  for  Garroway ’s  continued 
services  on  NBC -TV's  "Today”  and  "Wide  Wide  World"  and  NBC  Radio's 
"Monitor,"  as  well  as  other  programs  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the 
performer  and  the  network. 

Garroway  joined  NBC  in  1937  as  a  page  in  the  network's 
Guest  Relations  Department.  In  1939  he  became  an  announcer  at  WMAQ, 
the  network's  owned  radio  station  in  Chicago.  After  serving  in  the 
Navy  in  World  War  II,  he  returned  to  WMAQ,  where  he  conducted  a 
record  program.  His  easy-going,  relaxed  style  became  known  to  tele¬ 
viewers  across  the  country  in  19^8j  when  he  was  first  starred  in 
NBC-TV's  "Garroway  at  Large,"  one  of  the  most  popular  and  individual 
programs  of  early  TV  days . 

In  January,  1952,  Garroway  came  to  New  York  as  the  star  of 
"Today,"  the  network's  pioneering  early  morning  news  and  special 
events  television  program.

MAJOR  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  NATION'S  INTELLECTUAL  LIFE 

The  major  developments  which  have  taken  place  in  this 
country's  intellectual  life  in  the  past  half-century  are  the  subject 
of  a  series  of  13  telecasts  NBC  is  launching  in  cooperation  with 
Princeton  University.  The  program  title:  PRINCETON  '56.

DOUBLE  SHAKESPEARE  TREAT 

Rare  is  the  occasion  when  tv70  major  Shakespeare  pro¬ 
ductions  are  colorcast  within  eight  days  of  each  other. 

Such  will  be  the  case  when  Sir  Laurence  Olivier's  latest 
film,  "Richard  III,"  is  given  its  American  premiere  on 
NBC-TV  Sunday,  March  11,  in  a  special  three -hour  telecast 
from  2:30  to  5:30  p.m,,  EST.  Maurice  Evans'  mirthful  pro¬ 
duction  of  "The  Taming  of  the  Shrew"  will  be  seen  "live" 
the  following  Sunday,  March  l8,  4-5:30  p.m,,  EST,  with 
Evans,  Lilli  Palmer  and  Diane  Cilento  in  the  three 
principal  roles. 
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which  is  already  carrying  the  program  (6-6; 30  p.m.,  EST^  on 
Saturdays).  Subtitled  "Perspective  at  Mid-Century, "  the  survey 
will  be  split  into  three  categories  --  the  arts,  the  natural 
sciences,  and  the  social  sciences  --  v/ith  four  telecasts  devoted 
to  each  and  the  13th  being  a  summing-up  of  the  whole.  The  format 
will  be  a  blend  of  informal  conversation,  reading  and  visual  aids 
(including  choreography).  The  participants  will  be  dravm  chiefly 
from  Princeton’s  faculty. 

The  artist  in  America  (with  particular  stress  on  the 
writer)  will  be  the  theme  of  the  first  four  telecasts,  planned 
by  Prof.  Carlos  H.  Baker,  chairman  of  Princeton's  Department  of 
English,  in  collaboration  with  faculty  associates.  In  "Man 
against  the  Sky"  (March  4).  Baker  and  Prof.  John  Merrill  Knapp, 
of  the  Department  of  Music,  v;ill  consider  American  literature 
from  1906  to  1918.  In  "The  V/astelanders "  March  11,  Baker  and 
Prof.  John  William  Ward,  of  the  Department  of  English,  will  ]ook 
at  American  literature  from  1919  to  1929^  with  special  emphasis 
on  T.S.  Eliot's  "Wasteland"  and  "The  Hollow  Men"  and  P.  Scott 
Fitzgerald's  novels  and  short  stories. 

In  "The  Age  of  the  Wanderers"  March  I8,  Baker  and 
Ward  v/ill  cover  American  literature  during  the  years  1930  to 
1939.  In  "The  Age  of  Anxiety,"  Baker  and  Prof.  Alan  Seymour 
Downer,  of  the  Department  of  English,  will  look  at  American 
literature  in  the  years  since  1940. 
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The  second  group  of  telecasts,  dealing  with  the 
natural  sciences,  will  take  up,  in  turn:  (1)  order  and  timing 
in  living  things,  (2)  man's  continuing  conquest  of  the  air, 

(3)  man's  dependence  on  natural  resources,  and  (4)  the  atom  in 
the  changing  world  of  science.  The  third  group,  dealing  with 
the  social  sciences,  is  now  on  the  planning  board. 

Richard  Heffner  is  the  producer,  James  Elson  the 
director  and  Steve  Krantz  the  executive  producer.  (Note:

A  six-week  training  program  in  radio  and  television  will  be 
offered  by  the  Barnard  College  --  NBC  Summer  Institute  of  Radio  and 
Television,  starting  June  25  at  the  NBC  Studios  in  Radio  City,  New 
York. 

Six  courses,  taught  by  professionals  in  the  field,  are 
included  in  the  curriculum.  Two  are  required:  "Your  Television 
Career,"  taught  by  Michael  Dann,  Vice  President  of  Program  Sales  for 
NBC-TV,  and  "Television  Studio  Operation,"  by  instructors  from  the 
School  of  Radio  Technique. 

Four  elective  courses,  from  which  the  student  may  choose 
two,  are  offered.

Attendance  at  rehearsals  and  broadcasts,  a  lecture  on  the 
techniques  of  color  television,  and  tours  of  the  NBC  studios  and 
facilities  round  out  the  course  of  instruction. 

The  program  is  open  to  both  men  and  women.  Applicants 
should  be  college  graduates.  Applications  for  admission  should  be

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LAUGHING  MATTER 

NBC's  Leonard  Hole  V/rites  About  Many  Facets  of  TV  Comedy 

In  Article  in  American  Magazine 

. "Many  of  the  decisions  I  must  make  each  day  ride  on 

correct  answers  to  the  question:  What  will  make  you  laugh?  For 
urgent  business  reasons  I've  been  making  a  personal  search  for  the 

secrets  of  your  laughter . "  Thus  does  Leonard  Hole,  Director  of 

Program  Development  at  NBC,  and  supervisor  of  the  network's  multi¬ 
million  dollar  comedy  development  program,  open  his  article  in  the 
current  (March)  issue  of  the  American  Magazine, 

In  the  article,  entitled  "Can  You  Make  People  Laugh?"  he 
discusses  humor  from  the  cold  cash  basis  of  an  entertainment  medium; 
he  cites  various  comedians  and  analyzes  the  qualities  that  make  their 
particular  brand  successful;  he  quotes  jokes,  and  he  offers  a  six- 
point  quiz  titled:  "Could  You  Be  a  Professional  Comic?" 

Mr.  Hole  essays  an  explanation  of  what  he  has  found  to  be 
an  integral  part  of  humor;  "I've  noticed  that  we  laugh  for  many 
reasons,  but  that,  almost  always,  something  unexpected  touches  it  off." 

"Another  thing  that  strikes  many  people  as  funny, "  continues 
Mr.  Hole,  "is  when  the  proprieties  take  a  beating.  On  a  physical  level 
you  see  this  release  of  inhibitions  in  the  wild  cavorting  of  Jerry 
Lewis.  On  the  verbal  level  you  see  it  in  the  genial  impudence  of 
Groucho  Marx  or  the  deadly  insults  of  Charlie  McCarthy," 

George  Gobel,  says  Mr.  Hole,  is  an  example  of  the  lovable 
little  guy.  He  writes:  "His  special  skill  is  the  meandering,  un¬ 
finished  sentence.  This  is  a  tricky,  off-beat  kind  of  humor  hard  to 

explain  --  or  produce.  But  when  it  is  right,  it  is  wonderful."

Sales  exceeding  $5,000,000  in  revenues  for  the  NBC 
Radio  Network  were  announced  today  by  Fred  Horton,  Director  of 
Sales  for  NBC  Radio. 

Of  the  total  dollar  figure,  the  network's  participating 
sales  plans  --  Including  "Monitor,"  "V/eekday"  and  "Top  Ten 
Plan"  --  accounted  for  $3,078,000. 

In  addition.  Miles  Laboratories  has  bought  NBC  Radio's 
"News  of  the  World"  ( Monday- through-Friday,  7:30-7:45  p.m., 

EST) ,  "The  Woman  In  My  House"  (Monday-through-Friday ,  4:45-5  p.m., 
EST),  five  one-minute  participations  throughout  the  week  on 
"Weekday"  and  10  news  segments  in  "Monitor."  This  purchase  alone 
represents  $1,900,000. 

"Monitor,"  NBC  Radio's  weekend  service,  and  "V/eekday," 
the  network's  Monday-through-Friday  radio  service,  garnered 
$2,109,000  and  $588,700,  respectively.

The  national  television  rights  for  college  football  in 
1956  were  awarded  to  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  yester¬ 
day  (March  7)  at  a  meeting  of  the  1956  Television  Committee  of 
the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association, 

The  announcement  was  made  Jointly  by  Howard  Grubbs, 
chairman  of  the  TV  committee,  and  Thomas  A.  McAvlty,  Vice 
President  in  Charge  of  the  NBC-TV  Network. 

This  will  be  the  second  consecutive  season  and  the  fifth 
time  in  six  years  that  NBC  has  carried  the  national  "Game  of 
the  Week"  telecasts.  The  network  televised  the  NCAA-approved 
schedule  in  1951,  1952  and  1953,  in  addition  to  1955. 

The  1956  program  provides  for  nationv/ide  telecasts  on 
eight  dates,  seven  of  them  Saturdays  and  the  other  Thanksgiving

Day.  Regional  telecasting  will  prevail  on  five  other 
Saturdays  and  the  rights  for  these  games  will  be  handled  by 
the  Individual  colleges  and  conferences ^  subject  to  limita¬ 
tions  of  the  NCAA  football  plan.  The  schedule  of  national 
games  will  be  announced  shortly.

CONTEST;  NETWORK  EXECUTIVES  PRAISE  ALL  ENTRIES 


FOR  RELEASE  MONDAY  A.M.,  MARCH  12,  I936 


A  six-months  Leadership  Contest  for  NBC  Owned  Stations 
designed  to  bring  out  the  best  public  service  efforts  of  the  stations 
has  been  won  by  WRC  and  WRC-TV,  Washington,  D.C.,  it  was  announced 
today  by  Charles  R.  Denny,  Vice  President  of  NBC  Ovmed  Stations  and 
NBC  Spot  Sales, 

WRC  and  WRC-TV  will  receive  the  NBC  Owned  Stations 
Distinguished  Leadership  Award,  a  trip  to  the  major  capitals  of 
Europe  for  Carleton  D.  Smith,  NBC  Vice  President  and  general  manager 
of  WRC  and  WRC-TV,  and  Mrs,  Smith,  and  prizes  to  be  distributed  by 
the  general  manager  among  his  staff. 

The  Leadership  Contest,  held  between  Independence  Day  and 
New  Year's  Day,  195^,  was  intended  to  stimulate  the  efforts  of  the  NBC 
Owned  Stations  in  "interpreting  and  furthering  the  American  way  of 
life."  Performance  in  public  service  and  profit  were  weighed  equally 
in  the  judging . 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  President  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company,  congratulated  Mr.  Smith  and  the  Washington  station  in  a 
telegram  which  said  in  part: 

(more ) 
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2  -  Owned  Stations  Leadership  Contest; 


"Your  feeling  of  pride  at  this  accomplishment  would  be 
magnified  greatly  if  you  could  see  all  the  entries  in  the  contest. 
Every  station  did  a  magnificent  job." 

The  stations  which  competed  in  the  contest  were  WRCA  and 
WRCA-TV,  New  York  City;  WRC  and  WRC-TV,  Washington;  WMAQ  and  WNBQ, 
Chicago;  KRCA,  Los  Angeles,  and  KNBC,  San  Francisco;  and  WTAM  and 
WNBK,  Cleveland.  Since  the  contest  was  held,  the  Cleveland  stations 
have  been  exchanged  for  broadcasting  properties  in  Philadelphia,  which 
are  now  known  as  WRCV  and  WRCV-TV.  Another  station,  WBUF-TV,  Buffalo, 
N.Y,,  was  not  an  NBC  Owned  Station  at  the  time  of  the  contest. 

Mr.  Denny  congratulated  the  managers  of  the  competing 
stations  in  a  telegram  which  said  that  "The  purpose  of  the  Leadership 
Contest  --  to  make  the  NBC  Owned  Stations,  by  every  test,  the  leaders 
in  their  community  --  was  accomplished  to  our  complete  satisfaction." 

The  public  service  and  programming  records  of  all  the 
stations  were  outstanding,  Mr.  Denny  noted.  The  slight  edge  of  the 
Washington  station  in  this  regard  proved  to  be  decisive  in  the  final 
judging. 

In  ranking  the  commercial  accomplishments  of  the  stations, 
Mr.  Denny  explained  that  the  judges  gave  due  consideration  to  the 
differences  in  the  various  markets.  No  station  gained  or  lost  an 
advantage  because  of  its  size. 

In  announcing  the  Washington  station  as  winner  of  the 
Leadership  Contest,  Mr.  Denny  listed  these  highlights  of  public 
service  with  which  it  was  credited  during  the  year:

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3  -  ’Owned  Stations  Leadership  Contest* 


1.  A  series  of  programs  "Our  Beautiful  Potomac^"  which 
exposed  the  continuing  menace  of  pollution  of  the  Potomac 
River.  As  a  result  of  the  stations’  radio  and  television 
programs,  Congress  is  considering  legislation  to  clean  up 
the  Potomac  with  federal  assistance. 

2.  WRC  and  WRC-TV  asked  members  of  Congress  to  express  in 
their  own  words  the  meaning  and  significance  of  the  elements 
from  which  this  country's  greatness  was  created.  More  than 
40  messages  were  recorded  by  Congressmen  and  Senators,  on 
subjects  ranging  from  freedom  of  religion  to  conservation  of 
our  natural  resources. 

3.  A  series  of  eight  half-hour  programs  entitled  "Y.O.U  -- 
Years  of  Usefulness"  was  produced  by  WRC-TV  in  cooperation 
with  the  District  of  Columbia  Department  of  Health.  The 
programs  analyzed  the  problems  of  old  people. 

4.  A  TV  series,  "Freedom  Tours,"  supplemented  daily  class¬ 
room  work  of  elementary  school  students.  The  programs 

are  documentaries  of  American  life,  based  on  visits  to  great 
American  shrines. 

5.  "The  Invader,"  a  half-hour  film  on  social  diseases,  was 
telecast  with  a  discussion  by  leading  health  officials. 

6.  WRC  and  WRC-TV  supported  major  community  events  and 
projects  by  publicizing  them  without  charge.  In  a  six-month 
period,  the  stations  broadcast  more  than  10,000  free  public 
service  announcements . 

7.  The  stations'  annual  Doll  House  Campaign  supplied 
Christmas  toys  and  funds  for  Christmas  Eve  distribution  to 
children  in  local  charitable  institutions.

AUDIENCE  ESTIMATED  AT  40,000,000  TO  50, 000, 000 --LARGEST 
EVER  TO  WATCH  A  DAYTIME  TV  ENTERTAINMENT  PROGRAM- - 
SAW  ‘RICHARD  III'  PREMIERE  ON  NBC 

An  audience  estimated  at  between  40,000,000  and  50,000,000 
persons,  the  largest  ever  to  witness  a  daytime  television  entertain¬ 
ment  program,  saw  the  American  premiere  of  Sir  Laurence  Olivier's 
three-hour  film  production  of  William  Shakespeare's  "Richard  III," 
broadcast  by  NBC  Sunday  afternoon,  March  11.  The  monumental 
Shakespearean  work  was  broadcast  in  both  color  and  black  and  white, 
2:30-5:30  p.m.,  EST. 

Thomas  A.  McAvity,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  NBC 
Television  Network,  described  the  program  as  a  milestone  in  the 
advance  of  television.  He  predicted  that  its  audience  would  equal 
those  of  the  top  ten  nighttime  shows  in  the  next  national  rating 
service . 

"Even  more  impressive  than  the  all-time  high  audience 
attained  by  'Richard  III'  is  the  fact  that  Shakespeare  swamped  a 
competing  circus  show,  indicating  that  children  can  be  attracted  to 
the  works  of  Shakespeare  and  other  great  classical  writers,"  Mr. 
McAvity  pointed  out.  "This  is  a  clear  indication  that  programs  of 
this  character,  well  presented  and  well  promoted,  can  achieve  huge 
mass  audiences  and  can  establish  themselves  in  the  top-ten  ratings 
lists . "

In  addition  to  achieving  an  all-time  high  in  daytime 
audiences  with  "Richard  III"  (not  including,  of  course,  such  sports 
events  as  the  World  Series  and  Rose  Bowl  games,  or  national  political 
conventions  which  are  not  classified  as  entertainment  features),  NBC 
holds  two  other  records;  the  largest  nighttime  audience  --  67^000,000 
for  the  two-hour  showing  of  "Peter  Pan"  with  Mary  Martin;  and  the 
largest  audience  for  a  90-mlnute  program  —  54,000,000  for  "Inside 
Beverly  Hills." 

Two  other  great  cultural  attractions  broadcast  by  NBC  this 
season,  the  Sadler’s  Wells  Ballet  presentation  of  "The  Sleeping  Beauty" 
and  Sol  Hurok’s  presentation  of  "Festival  of  Music,"  featuring  11 
great  classical  artists,  likewise  attracted  huge  mass  audiences.  The 
ballet  was  seen  by  30,000,000  viewers  and  the  music  program  by 
23>000,000  viewers. 

The  estimate  of  40,000,000  to  50,000,000  viewers  for 
"Richard  III"  was  calculated  by  the  NBC  Research  Department,  which 
found  that  the  number  of  viewers  per  television  receiver  was  higher 
than  in  usual  circumstances.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  Sunday  afternoon  time  made  it  possible  for  large  family  groups  to 
watch  because  of  an  absence  of  customary  weekday  demands  on  family 
time  and  also  because  many  schools  and  colleges  across  the  nation 
made  viewing  of  "Richard  III"  a  homework  assignment.

"House  That  Home  Built"  which  emphasizes  versatility,  quality  of  de¬ 
sign  and  materials  and  has  been  designed  to  be  built  in  various  price 
classifications . 

The  three  model  houses,  "The  Aristocrat,"  "The  Spacesetter" 
and  "The  Celebrity,"  although  designed  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  differ¬ 
ent  families,  all  embody  the  same  luxurious  modern  building  facilities. 

"The  Aristocrat"  is  a  six- room  house  covering  1,695  square 
feet  of  living  area  with  the  emphasis  on  graciousness  of  styling  and 
richness  of  material.  It  Includes  three  bedrooms,  two  baths,  an 
adjoining  laundry  room,  glass-walled  living  room,  fireplace,  family 
room  (or  dining  room),  and  a  completely  equipped  kitchen. 

"The  Spacesetter"  is  a  variation  on  the  popular  split 
level,  ideal  for  large  families.

The  1956  schedule  of  collegiate  football  telecasts  to  be 
carried  nationally  by  the  NBC  Television  Network  was  announced  today 
(Friday,  March  I6)  by  Tom  S,  Gallery,  NBC  sports  director,  and  Howard 
Grubbs,  chairman  of  the  Television  Committee  of  the  National  Collegi¬ 
ate  Athletic  Association. 


NBC  was  awarded  the  195^  TV  rights  at  the  meeting  of  the 


television  committee  last  week  in  New  York.  This  Fall  will  mark  the 
fifth  time  that  NBC  has  televised  the  NCAA -approved  schedule  —  the 
other  years  were  1951^  1952,  1953  and  1955. 


One  unusual  feature  of  the  1955  program  is  the  two-game 


setup  for  Thanksgiving  Day.  Two  different  contests  will  be  carried 
on  a  split-network  basis,  one  in  the  Eastern  half  of  the  country  and 
the  other  in  the  West.  The  other  seven  dates  are  all  Saturday  after¬ 
noons.  The  big  game  on  the  schedule  —  and  what  looms  as  the  season's 
number  one  football  event  —  is  the  Oct.  27  attraction  —  Notre  Dame 
against  Oklahoma.

Although  he  had  originally  requested  a  year’s  hiatus  after

The  private  firm,  the  V/eather  Corporation  of  America,  located 
in  St.  Louis,  uses  the  combined  services  of  the  Weather  Bureau,  the 
Air  Force,  the  Navy  and  Coast  Guard,  plus  daily  reports  from  foreign 
countries  and  ships  at  sea,  and  additional  reports  from  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  teletypes. 

Every  six  hours  W.C.A.  receives  extensive  reports  from  all 
over  the  North  American  continent  and  from  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Oceans.  Their  staff  then  analyzes  the  reports,  predicts  the  weather 
for  the  next  six-hour  period  and  teletypes  the  data  to  NBC. 

This  specialized  private  service  has  received  favorable 
comment  from  the  public,  according  to  V/llliam  R.  McAndrew,  Director 
of  NBC  News,  particularly  in  connection  with  predictions  concerning 
Hurricane  Connie,  when  NBC  continued  broadcasting  an  alert  after  other 
agencies  had  withdrawn  the  warning.

Maurice  Evans,  producer  of  the  ''Hallraark  Hall  of  Fame" 
series,  calls  the  upcoming  program  "a  perfect  cast  in  a  perfect  gem 
of  a  play,"  "The  Cradle  Song"  v/as  originally  written  in  Spanish 
under  the  title  of  "Cancion  de  Cuna"  by  Grogorio  and  Maria  Martinez 
Sierra,  who  v/ere  husband  and  wife.  The  year  was  I9II  and  the  premiere 
took  place  at  the  Teatro  Lara,  Madrid,  The  play  established  Martinez 
Sierra  as  a  dramatist.  He  had  earlier  started  as  a  poet,  then  switch¬ 
ed  to  dramatic  writing  after  a  season  with  Benevente,  idol  of 
Spanish  drama  lovers  and  organizer  of  the  Art  Theatre  in  Madrid.

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'MR.  WIZARD'  REACHES  FIFTH  BIRTHDAY  ON  NBC-TV 


Science  Series  for  Children  Won  Big  Following  and  Many  Awards 

MR.  WIZARD,  Don  Herbert's  award-winning  science  show  for 
children,  which  began  with  a  l4-station  network  in  March,  1951 j  at  the 
NBC  studios  in  Chicago,  this  raonth  celebrates  its  fifth  year  on  NBC- 
TV  with  a  l40-station  network. 

The  program- -now  originating  in  New  York  every  Saturday 
(5-5**30  p.m.,  EST)  --  has  an  estimated  viewing  audience  of  three 
million  children.  The  attraction  is  a  38-yaar  old  former  teacher- 
actor  who  has  the  ability  to  bring  the  magic  of  science  in  everyday 
living  to  the  level  of  a  child's  comprehension. 

Herbert,  a  1940  graduate  of  LaCrosse  (Wis.)  Teachers  College, 
believes  even  young  children  are  capable  of  absorbing  complex 
scientific  principles  if  they  are  properly  presented.  "When  a  child 
shows  curiosity  about  what  makes  an  airplane  fly,"  he  declares,  "that 
child  is  ready  for  a  simplified  explanation  of  aerodynamics."

Though  "Mr.  Wizard"  has  won  13  national  awards  (including 
the  coveted  Peabody)  Herbert  considers  the  mushrooming  of  his  science 
clubs  to  be  the  best  proof  of  the  program's  success.  Today  more  than 
100,300  youngsters  are  enrolled  in  some  5^000  Mr.  Wizard  Science  Clubs 
throughout  the  nation.
